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the Shoulder-blades, which refembled thofe of Sheep,

difcovcr'd from Land in a State of Diftrefs ; where- 
upon fome Fifhermen plunged into the Sea, and 
with a Nee furrounded it, and brought it to Shore. 

XXL A Letter from John Burton M. D> to 
C. Mortimer M. D. &* Seer. K. S. concern- 
ing the Extirpation of an Excrefcence/r^;;/ 
the Womb. 

SIR, 

Read July 5.T HAVE at laft got a Drawing of an Ex- 
I75 °* JL crefcencc * growing from the Infide of 
the Os Tinctc on the right Side 5 which I herewith 
fend you, (fee Tab. I. Fig. 6.) along with as full aid 
perfect an Account of the Cafe as 1 can. 

The Wife of one Chapman, a Whitefmith, at 
Selby y ten Miles off, upwards of feven Years ago 
lay "in of her laft Child, and had a tolerable eafy 
Labour: Soon after which, (he had what flic called 
the Fluor albus> that continued ever fincc, and in- 
creafed upon her 5 infomuch that flic fays, flic has 
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* Ic is exactly the Dimenfions of the Original, which w.igh 
5 Ounce; and a half. That Pare below the pricked Line sp;car 
out of the Vagina ; that above rcach'd frcm th: Labia to the Os 
Uteri, 
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fometimcs had fuch a Difcharge, as to wet the Place 
flic fat upon thro* all her Petticoats, &c. 

For foaic Months before we were concerned for 
her, flic began ro complain of a Pain and Weight 
in the Uterus 3 which incrcafed as the Subftancc imcw 
in Bulk 5 and at laft the Excrefccnce wa?. f * .!ar»c as 
to appear outwards, and then it grew very faft. 

The Patient confuitsd her Midw fe, who thought 
the Womb had come out 5 but was fo prudent as not 
to do any things and defired they would call in 
better Advice. Accordingly they fent for Mr. Fell, 
an eminent Man-midwife and Surgeon in this City; 
who, not having met with a Cafe like that, defir'd 
me alfo to go and fee her*, which was in 'December 
laft (1749). The Subftancc not only fill'd, but ex* 
tended, the Entrance into the Vagina. I introduced 
a Finger into the Pafiage, and foon found the Ex- 
crefcence to be hfs in Bulk there than whar ap- 
peared without the Body 3 and to be in Shape as you 
fee in the Drawing. I followed the Subftancc til L 
I reach'd the Os Uteris which I found chiefly fill'd 
up, with the Neck or fmalleft Part of this Subftancc, 
leaving only a fmall Part of the Os Tinc£ to be per- 
ceived on the left Side, obliquely towards the Back. 
I tried to penetrate the Os Tinea with the End of 
my Finger, but could not; however, I fo far opcnM 
it, as to let out a fort of bloody Ichor > which was 
a little offenfivc in Smell. 

I asked her, if, when her Difchargcs were fo large 
as to wet her Seat, they differed in Smell from 
thofe which came in lefs Quantities 3 and if they 
fmclled fomething like what then came from her 
when I fearched her, which flic anfwer'd in the 
Affirmative : From whence I concluded flic had an Ul- 
cer 
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cer juft within the Os Uteri, from the Edge of which 
this Fungus or Excrefcence grew. The Patient com- 
piain'd of Pain in the Uterus and Back, was very 
faint, and frequently was provoked to vomit, with 
a feeble Pulfe, and fometimes Sweat. 

Upon Confutation, we thought proper to tie a 
Ligature as high up within the Vagina as the Sur- 
geon could reach: Which being; done, and fome in- 
rernal Medicines being ordered, we returned home ; 
and in two or three Days we went again, but found 
no great Alteration as to the uterine Complaint *, 
except that the Part below the Ligature was fome- 
what more livid, and the fetid Smell was much 
greater, and very like that of a confirmed running 
Cancer : And as the Matter was fome what confir/d in 
the Paflage, I ordered them to wafh the Vagina by an 
Injection made of the common emollient Decoftion, 
with Mel Rofarum and a little Tincf. Myrrhtf This 
was frequently done ; by which the Smell was lefs 
offenfivej and two Days after the Excrefcence dropped 
off at the Ligature* 

The Patient has fince, in part,recover*d her Strength > 
tho' fhc is not in a good Srate of Health, and her 
Fluor albns, as Hie calls ir, is (till troublefoinc to her* 

This was the laft Account I have had of her. The 
Excrefcence was very folid, of a dark liver Colour, 
^nd, whiift adhering to the Uterus, was quite infera- 
ble. When cut in two, it refemblcd the folid Sub- 
ftar.ee that is taken out of Cancers. I am,
